NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN THE DISASTER AT 
THE STEAM GAUGE WORKS. 


Thrilling Experience of Wallace Rawlings 
Who Fought His Way Through flames 
Out of the Burning Buailding—The Mirac- 
nlious Eecape of Another Employe— 
Zwenty-Three Bodies Kecovered. 


By Telegraph to the Pogr-Drerarcn. 

ROCHESTER, N. T., November 19.—As ach 
day brings new developments in the terrible 
disaster aß the steam gauge works here, it be- 
comes evident that mauy lives might have 
been saved hac proper safe-guards been pro- 
vided. All the week parties of men have dug 
the ruins, one gang by night and the other 
by day. Upto Saturday twenty-three bodies 
were recovered, in most cases charred and 
burned, so as to de unrecognizable. A 
number of funerals ot victims have been held 
during last week, but it is believed that in 
several cases families buried some one be- 
sides their own relatives. Some of the injured 
have recovered so as to give accounts of the 
scenes at the fire. 

The most wonderful escape yet heard of is 
that of Wallace Rawling of 199 Frank street. 
Rawlings was employed on the fifth floor, and 
' faras known isthe only one who reached 
he ground floor and left thatalive. At pres- 
ent his condition is such that he cannot talk 
any longth of time, but the following story 
was told piece-meal to his physician and sis- 
ter. He was at work in the Southern 
part of the room when a ory 
of fire was raised. Seemingly in 
an instant the room was filled with gas and 
smoke. The men, frantic with fright, began 
running hither ond thither and assembled in 
groups. Rawlings says he knew that he must 
plan to get out and lyingon the floor a mo- 
ment he thought of the best means of escape. 
He then arose and ran down stairs, stumbling 
over several men who were lying on the 
floor 

APPARENTLY SUFFOCATED. 

After reaching the floor below he can re- 
member nothing except rushing through a 
mass of freand at last beaking the sash out 
of a window. When he leaped out he 


saw that he had broken out a window on the 
office floor. He was found on the street with 
his clothing on fire and running like a deer. 
His face, neck and arms were so burned that 
the flesh dropped from them. 

H. M. Hose, a young workman, working on 
the fifth floor of the building, telle this tale 
„Some one yelled fire, but I don’t know 
where he got the news. We all started tor the 
stairs mearest the Williams & Hoyt building. 
When we got there the smoke and heat 
ack. We then tried the other 

and got down them as far as the machine 
shop on the fourth floor. Until then I bad 
found no difficulty in descending the stairs; 
but here the heat and smoke again proved too 
much. I turped back and went up to the sixth 
floor.

HE Dorris Mansion, a 
notorious resort lo-

The Building. 


George P. Dorris, a gambler,the size of 
whose stakes forms the basis for quite a third 
of the poker stories now afloatin St. Louis, 
built the mansion in 1869 ata cost of $80,000. 


He ut hi wealth into the house 
lavish and made of 1 vite the 
most showy residence in this vicinity. He 
occupied it with bis wife until after the 
murder. He died within a year after his wife 
was killed. The bouse contained fourteen 
rooms, and had an acre and a haifof ground 
about it. Tbe  irmterior finishing was 
very handsome, ali the ceilings being 
frescoed. Before hie death Mr. Dorris 
deeded the house to Mrs. Anna B. Haldeman, 
his daughter, who now lives in Leavenworth, 
Kan. rs. Haldeman leased the house a year 
or two ago to J. C. Carnes who sold the lease 
to John F. Geiger, who had nominal posses- 
sion up to this morning, when the e de- 
stroye the bullding. The rental 
was $100 er month. Thomas 8. 
Noonan, rs. Haldeman’s agent, 
says she received offers of much larger rent 
from persons who wanted to use.the propert 

for immoral purposes, but she refused all 
such offers and contented herself with the 
smaller sum and a stipulation in the lease 
that the house was not be conducted as an in- 
famous resort. 

„ A. Mosher, who is a relative of 
Mrs. Haldeman, had charge of the 
insurance on the mansion. He said this 
morning: The insurance is, I think, now 
17,500. I haven't any of the papers at hand, 
ut I think that isthe figure. The insurance 
was greatly reduced about six months ago, 
when some of the polices were allowed to ex- 
pire. Ithink between $5,000 and $6,000 was cut 
off at that time. Ido not remember the com- 
panies carrying the insurance.’’ 

The house was of red brick , three stories 
high and nad a mansard roof. The style was 
that mixture of every other style which char- 
acterized all mansard roof houses erected 
about that time. It was very broad and hada 
broad veranda in front, the columns being 
fluted with Doric caps. The windows were 
broad, and when the house was 
bullt the glass used was nearly all ocol- 
ored. Breakage and renovation displaced some 
of this stained glass. A broad carriage drive 
swept around the house and a statue of Flora 
stood between the front door and the gate. 
Latterly there has been a sign over the gate 
‘*Forris Mansion,’’ the F being a transforme 
D. The transformation was insisted on by the 
owner, it is said. The place has been con- 
ducted as a road-house. 


BROKE THE RECORD. 


The Steamer Umbria Makes the Fastest 
East ward Passage. 


NEW YorK, November 19.— According to a 
cable dispatch from Queenstown the Umbria 
reached that port at 100’clock last night. Ao- 
cording to this the Umbria has made the fast- 
est eastward passage across the Atlantic on 
record. She may not be handsome since she 
got her nose broken by the Iberia, but she has 
run better. The Umbria first left New Yorka 
week ago Saturday, but at 1:30 in the 


afternoon in a fog ran into and cut in two the 
steamer Iberia, so that one part drifted away 
to starboard and sank, while the other p 
passed to port and floated until 9 o’clock the 
next night. The Umbria returned to her pier 
on Sunday.morning and bad a couple of small 
atches put over the boles in ber bow, and 
hen at 12 o’clock on Monday she started 
again. At 2:45 o’clock she passed Sandy 
ook, having previously been aground in the 
main ship enannel for ten minutes. At 8:0 
she discharged her pilot, and then headed 
away on her course. It is from that hour 


that the voyage begins with reckoning 
time. Stieaccordlagly crossed, after allowing 
for the difference in time between Queens- 


town and New York, in the remarkable time 
of six days, two hours and twenty-two 
minutes. 

The best eastward passage hitherto made 
was by the Etruria in April, 1888, in six days, 
four hours and forty minutes. The best west- 
ward passage on record issix days,one hour 
and fity minutes by the Etruria. According to 
all accounts brought In by ships from over the 
Western ocean, the Umbria has had a howling 
northwest gale to boom her along the whole 
week through. 


RUN DOWN BY BLOODHOODS. 


A Convict Murderer Cornered and Killed by 
a Sheriff's Posse. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., November 19.—Four convicts 
in the camp near Sunnyside were sent on a de 
tall under Guard Gresbam. As soon as the 
squad was outside of the camp, one of the 
vonvicte, Oscar Carmichael, ‘picked up a 
stone and throwing it with unerring alm, sent 
it into the guard’s temple, klilimg bim almost 
instantly, The four prisoners then escaped, 
and it was an hour or two before the body of 
the guard was found.

People speak 
of the oleom ne, too, as the 0 of the 
wholesale slaughter- houses. Legislation com- 
pelling dealers to sell oleomargarine as such 
and not as butter le wise and just, but that 
whole question was simply a fight between the 
Eastern dairyman and the Western cattie- 
men.

Feeling Over the Proposed Extension—The 
New South.

New Ton, November 19.—The Herald this 
morning says: It is astonishing to see how 
rapidly the agitationfor an extension of the 
presidential term of office, with a disqualifi- 


cation for re-election, has spread into — Aa 
State and Territory in the Union, how 
overwhelmingly the represen es of com; 
merce and industry support proposed 
amendment to the Constitution, That the 
movement has created a profound sensation 
throughout the country the Herald has already 
shown, and the discussion is becoming 
more and more general as one distin- 
guished man after another, merchants, 
manufacturers, lawyers, money kings, rall- 
‘way presidents and statesmen, are in 
favor of the change. Of course the argument 
is not all one way. There are a few who think 
that the more elections the coun has the 
more it will develop the spirit of self-govern- 
But the vast majority of those 
have been obtalned are heartily 
ly in favor of the 
change. As the ita- 
jon goes on and the press of the v us 

turns its light upon the field, it is seen 
still more clearly how tremendous is the dam- 
age done to business in a national campaign; 
how, beyond all possibie calculations of the 
framers of the Constitutlon, each struggle is 
becoming more appallingly ¢ nsive as the 
internal commerce of the nation increases. 
There is one — significant feature visible in 
this widespread discussion—which is simply 
the overture of a Congressional debate—and 
that is, not a single voice has been raised in 
favor of continuing the present eligibility toa 
— Ar which so many Presidents have 

d to be a defect in the Constitution.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Empress Frederick Arrives in England— 
The Italian Flag at Zanzibar. 


LONDON, November 19.—The royal yacht 
bearing the Empress Frederick of Germany 
and her daughters and the Prince of Wales 
reached Port Victoria this morning. Queen 
Victoria and the Princesses Louise and Be- 
atrice left Windsor this morning to greet 
the Empress on landing. They were 
joined at the Waterloo Station of 
the London & Southeastern Rallvway in 
London by Count Von Hatazfeldt, 
the German Ambassador, who will acocom- 
pany them to Port Victoria and will after- 
ward gowith them to Windsor. There was 
only a small crowd at the station on the ar- 
rival of the Queen’s train and there was no 
cheering or uncovering of heads.

Canadian Delegates Urge Mr. Powderly to 
Take Another Term—The Head Official 
of the Knights of Labor Consents Con- 
ditionally—Barry Resumes His Attack— 
Proceedings of To-Day'’s Session, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 19.—The de- 
sire of the delegates to the General Assembly 
of the Knights of Labor to continue T. V. Pow- 
derly as their chief has been expressed to him 
formally. The seven delegates who represent 
the Canadian assemblies called on him and 
asked him to accept the office once more. He 
gave them to understand that he would do so, 
providing he could choose his own ad- 
visers on the general executive board.

It is reported that a proposi- 
tion looking tothe formation of an entirely 
new constitution has been made to the Gen- 
eral Assembly and is being considered by the 
roper eommittee. As there is a strong feeling 
n favor of radical revision of the present 
constitution there fs little doubt that the new 
constitution will have meny yk mee 
Mr. Barry bas ready another instaliment of 
his attack on the Powderly administration, 
and it is said that he will keep up his denunci- 
ation in the form of long articles for several 
daystocome. This is his way of keeping be- 
fore the public and preparing the way for the 
new order which he proposes to establish.

Eva Mitchell, a Pretty Servant Girl, Killed 
by Unknown Men. 


CHICAGO, III., November 19.—At a late hour 
Saturday night policemen found a yaung 
woman, piainly dressed, lying in a pool of 
blood an the pavement of Grand bouvievard, 
near Forty-third street. She was taken toa 
hospital, where a ghastly wound was discov- 
ered on the back of her head. The woman was 
unconscious and died in ashorttime. The 
police have identified her as Eva Mitchell, 
aged 19. She came here from Washington, I0o., 
six months ago and until last month worked 
as a domestic in a boarding - house.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


SUITS FILED AND CAUSES HEARD AND DE- 
CIDED TO-DAY. 


Judge Valiant Finds in Favor of J. F. 
Conroy for $9,156.20 in His Suit Against 
R. Graham Frost—A Case Arising From 
the Sessinghaus- Frost Contested Election 
—Legal News and Notes. 


In the case of J. F. Conroy vs. R. Graham 
Frost, Judge Valliant this morning overruled 
the exceptions of the plaintiff and defendant 
to the referee’s report, which was confirmed, 
and judgment given in favor ot the plaintiff 
for $9,156.20. The referees is allowed 
$00 and the stenographer $201.0, to 
be taxed as costs. The plaintiff in bis excep- 
tion to the report of the referee urged that the 
latter, H. L. Edmunds, erred in not allowing 
the plaintiff as «a fee in the Sessing- 
haus Frost contested election case 
a sum equal to the value of the services 
rendered. The referee found that Frost had 
made a contract with plaintiff’s firm in the 
beginning of that case that the fee should 
be only what Congress might al- 
low Frost to cover his expenses in 
the matter. The plaintiff denied that there was 
any such contract, and the testimony wascon- 
flicting on the point. The plaintiff contended 
that even if there had been such a contract it 
was void tor cebamperty. Judge Val- 
liant in his written opinion says: 
Ido not think they made a case of cham- 
perty, dut even if it were so, it would not 
strengthen the plaintiff’s position. The 
theory upon which a recovery may be 
had for the value of services rendered 
is that where there is no express contract, the 
law will imply a contract to pay what the ser- 
vices are reasonably worth; but ff there is an 
express contract, the law does not supplant 


it by an implied one, even though the express 
contract is such that the law will not enforce. 
In such case both parties to the illegal con- 
tract are in pari delicte, and as the law 
would not enforce it on the one side if sued 
on, neither would it aid the other party by 
enabling him to recover for the value 
of bis services, as if no contract 
had been made, when, infact, the services 
were rendered pursuant to an unlawful con- 
tract. 

‘‘In the defendant's exceptions to the ref- 
eree’s tp it is urged that the sale by the 
receiver did not pass the title to the plaint ff 
in the choses in action in question. he re- 
ceiver’s report of sale lists the account in 
Ledger B, and although it pute this account 
as ‘about’ $2,180.22, on the reference is suffi- 
client to embrace ali that the ledger shows 
under that bead and in that connection. A 
led cer account necessarily draws into it the 
accounts of original entry from which it is 
made. Besides, the sale must be understood 
as having been made in conformity to the or- 
der court, which was cor prehensive 
enough to embrace the whole account 
here in dispute. As between the two 
former partners, Donovan and Conroy, the 
proceedings in relation to the sale of the 
assets were certainly. sufficient to carry the 
title to the plaintiff in this suit.’’

New York Physicians Prepare a Pian for 
Killing by Electricity. 


From the New York WORLD. 

At the last meeting of the Medico-Legal 8o- 
clety a committee w.s appointed, in view of 
the new law doing away with hanging after 
January 1, to report the best method of put- 
ting the law into effect. The committee was 
composed of Dr. Frederick Petersen, late of 
the State Insane Asylum at Poughkeepsie; 
Dr. J. Mount Bleyer, R. Ogden Doremus and 
Dr. Frank H. Ingram, formerly assistant Su- 
perintendent of the Blackwell's Island Insane 


Asylum. 
In the report which the committee read last 
even'ingafull account of the many experi- 
„ ts made on animals was given. After an 
„ ‘eTesting account of the effect of electric 
currents on the human brain the report goes 


on to say:

„The electric current, in passing through 
the body from one pole to another, undergoes 
more or less diffusion through the tissues. 
Figure 1 is an illustration showing how a cur- 
rent passing from the tcp of the bead to the 
small of the back will be diffused throughout 
a great part of the brain and all of the tissues 
ofthe neck. The medulla oblongata—a part 
of the brain which is most vital—togetier 
with all of the great nerves of the neck and 
the spinal cord, which exercise jurisdiction 
over the movements of the lungs and heart, 
will be thoroughly permeated by the current 
applied in this — As the seat of conscious - 
ness isin the brain, and particularly in the 
cortex of the cerebrum, it is clear that this 
facuity of the mind will suffer at once if the 
current be sufficiently strong. The electric 
stream flows from the positive to the negative 
pole, and there might be some possibie ad- 
vantage in placing the positive pole on the 
vertex of the head nearest the center of con- 
sciousness, although death in any case will 
be instantaneous.

Reform Needed Here. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It seems that the civil service rules of Presi- 
dent Cleveland have no respect paid to them 
in the office of United States District Attorney 
Bashaw in this city. The President has tre- 


quently enforced his rule that no one holding 
a subordinate office by appointment under 
this administration shall be allowed to take 
part in any political canvass or convention. 

Notwithstanding this well-known rule, Mr. 
Thomas M. Knapp, Assistant United States 
District Attorney in the office of District At- 
torney Bashaw, sought the nomination on the 
Democratic ticket for Assistant Cireuit At- 
torney of St. Louis. He obtained it and made 
an active canvass during the late campaign, 
and was beaten atthe election on November 
6by nearly 9,000 votes. Yet he holds on 
to his United States office like a young 
‘possum does to its mammy’s .teat, 
in direct violation ofthe President’s rule 
as laid down and enforced in many instances. 
For example, Gov. Taylor of Tennessee was 
United States Collector of 
Revenue in that State. His friends 
brought his name forward for tne 
nomination on the Democratic ticket for 
Governor. He telegraphed to the Treasury 
Departmentto know whether he could have 
the privilege to attend the convention, statin 
the fact of his candidacy. He recely 
an answer, saying that he 
not attend any convention or take 
— active part in politics while holding his 
Office under this administration. He remained 
away, received the nomination, but immedi- 
ately resigned in order to make the canvass 
for Governor, to which he was elected. 

Mr. M. E. Benton, United States District 
Attorney for the Western District of Missouri, 
made afew speeches in 1886 in behalt of the 
Democratic candidates for Con ssand State 
Officers, and, on learning the fact, the 
President promptly suspended Mr. Ben- 
ton. He was subsequently reinstated 
but was atthe same time infurmed that no 
repetition of his action would be rmitted 
under this administration. Otner instances 
could be cited, but these are enough. The 
action of Mr. Bashaw would be inexplicable 
except on the theory that he does not intend 
to have his assistant attorneys controlled by 
the President's rules on this subject. This 
— fact was one of the many causes which 

rought such overwhelming defeat to the 
Democratic ticket in St. Louis on the 6th of 
November.

HE AIN'T A BIT SCARED. ; 


JUDGE RUCKER OF DENVER TALKS ABOUT 
SENATOR BLACKBURN’S THREATS. 


An Interview With the Judge—He Declines 
to Indulge in Personalities—What Ken- 
tuckians Think of the Affair—Im 
bility of a Duel—Secretary Endicott'’s 
Statement—Senator Blackburn Talks. 


By Telegraph to the PoaT-DIsSPaAToR. 

DENVER, Colo., November 19.—The Post- Dis- 
PATCH correspondent returned at 8 o’clock 
last night from a drive of nearly eight miles 
out in the country to the handsome residence 
of Judge A. W. Rucker. In the hall- 
way and on the mantelpiece were namerous 
tokens of friendship from Senator Blackburn 
to Judge Rucker. The threats made by Sen- 
ator Blackburn as to what he would do to 
Judge Rucker have been the source of nota 
little amusement in the West, for every one 
knows, whether a friend or an enemy of Judge 
Rucker, that if Sefetor Blackburn should ever 
use any threats or attempt violence to Judge 
Rucker, one of the two would soon be a 
corpse. Whether that corpse would be 
that of a Colorado Judge or a United States 
Senator would depend upon who conld pulla 
revolver the quickest. Judge Rucker has 
made no threate. He is not that Kind, 
but he has been tested too often for any one to 
doubt bis courage. He refuses to tell all he 
knows and said to the Post-DIsPaTcH corre- 
spondent that no matter what others might do 
or say he would tryto pursue a dignified 
course in the whole matter. The presents 
from Senator Blackburn to Judge Rucker,seen 
in the Judge’s country residence yesterday 
afternoon, are certainly a strange contrast to 
the wild declaration of the Senator. The na- 
ture of these little tokens of regard and es- 
teem, at the most earnest solicitation of Judge 
Rucker, are omitted, but the correspondent 
saw enough to establish beyond a doubt that 


these two Kentuckians have in the 
ast been the warmest of friends, 
here are things in the ast which 


Judge Rucker refuses to recount in a puolie 
interview, in which they both have been con- 
cerned, and of which Senator Blackburn him- 
seif could peak ii he saw fit, that prove Judge 
Rocker to be aman ofcourage. These are 
affairs that involve both physical and moral 
courage and when Judge cker was asked to 
relate the incidents be refused to say a word 
concerning them, but Senator Biackburn 
knows to what is reierred without giving de- 
tails. Others in the West have more than 
once heard how both Blackburn and 
Rucker were to have been seconds for each 
other in questions ofhonor. Judge Rucker 
was asked to make public these affairs, but he 
refused, saying: ‘‘Don’tsay anything about 
those affairs ’’ They have always been the 
warmest friends, and the present trouble isa 
surprise to the friends of both. 
JUDGE RUCKER’S STATEMENT. 

Referring to an interview, Judge Rucker 
said: ‘‘I will not undertake to measure ability 
with the distinguished Senator in bar-room 
Billingsgate, in which he indulges, nor do I 
court any further notice of m umbie seif by 
the public. I have been unwillingly drawn into 
this controversy. The politicians and news- 
paper men exhibit more interest in the mat- 
ter than I. Had Senator Blackburn conversed 
with me in person without flying into public 
print there would have been no 
disagreement between us as to 
what was said about our affairs, or 
as to the propetety of repeating it after tne 
election. emade the fssue as to its truth 
and bas made of himself a witness, proving 
all Jever made public. The public will cer- 
tainly read between the lines of his last in- 
terview. His intimation that I was a spy sent 
by the 2 ig an unmistakabie subter- 
fage. and only used to distract the attention 
of the public from the — issue. That issue 
is whether or not the President believed his 
defeat was accompiished by the treachery on 
the part of Hewitt and Tammany and 80 ex- 
pressed himself. The country knows whether 
he was justified in that belici. It was then of 
no little interest to me how his defeat would 
be accomplished. It is of less interest to me 
now how it wus accomplished.

His 
manner is not the least excited and the threats 
of Senator Blackburn have not alarmed him in 
the least. .

Steam-Heated Passenger Trains on The Bee 
Line-New York Central Route, 


The stove as a means of heating cars on the 
New York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 


will be entirely abolished. 

During the past year the officials of the New 
York Central in charge of ite passenger equip- 
ment have been actively employed in testin 
various devices for heating cars by means o 
steam obtained direct from the locomotive, 
and bave decided on a system combining sim- 
plicity of construction and management, with 
the most satisfactory results, A 2-inch iron 
steam pipe runs under each of the cars, con- 
nection between the cars being made witha 
matallic joint and a sleeve. This main pipe 
connects with asystem of pipes inside each 
car, one running lengthwise of the car, with 
branch pipes extending under the seats. At 
the centre of each of the interior pipes is a key 
by which the steam from the main pipes can 
be cut off, thus reducing the temperature of a 
single car without interfering with that of cars 
more distant from the locomotive, which ts 
the source of the steam supply. 

Since the advent of cold weather zll the cars 
composing the trains known asthe 8t. Louis 
and New York Vestibule Limited, and the St. 
Louls and New York fast express, besides a 
large number of the local trains running on 
the various parts of the road, have been suc- 
cesstuliy heated by this means. 

All the drawing-room, sleeping and dining 
cars, passenger coaches, and the b e, 
mail, express and postal cars in service on the 
line, will be fully equipped with the steam- 


heating appliance.

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THE CAR STOVE MUST GO. 


Ratiroad Commisstoners Say So—The Union 
Pacific Profits. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsSPaTCH. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., November 19.—The Minne- 
gote Legislature at its last session passed an 
act making it the duty of the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissionersto make 
careful and diligent inquiry into the 
best means of heating railroad oars, 
with special reference to the safety 
of the passengers travelingtherein, and more 
particularly to their safety from accident by 


fire. 
During the past year the members of the 
board have carefully investigated the subject 
of car heating, and when the Legislature meets 
in January a special report will be presented 
embodying several recommendations which 
will probably result in the passage of a new 
law. 
The commissioners said, when interviewed, 
that something should be done with reference 
to getting rid of the common stoves. 
„Nobody will question the fact that there 
are now plenty of methods of heating cars 
that will do * a great deal of the dan- 
ger of fire. e shall recommend to 
the next Legislature the passage 
of A law fixing a date at 
which heating of cars by coal stoves must 
cease, and other safer methods must be 
adopted. The law will probably ate the 
commissioners power to put the law into exe- 
oution, and will provide penalties for its lu- 
fraction by the railroads. The law which we 
intend to frame will be modelled after the 
New York State law relating to car heating, 
which has proven a success there, and will no 
doubt be followed by good results in Minne- 
Bota. 


Intend Bringing Them to Terms.

Nzew York, November 19.—The Hudson 8us- 

pension Briage & New England Ratlroad Co. 
ntend bridging the Hudson River, according 
to the terms of their charter, from Anthony’s 
Nose (which is just above Peekskill and south 
of the Highlands) in the East, to Fort Clinton 
on the bank. The banks are so high and the 
river so narrow that the crossing can be made 
with one span and without piers, abutments 
or obstructions of any kind in the water way. 
The towers will be 827 feet high and the span 
will be 1,620 feet, accomplished by a great 
girder, 30 feet high and 87% feet wide, which 
will be hung by twelve cables, composed of 
04 strands, each strand containing 61 wires 
an d each wire capable of resist- 
ng a tension of 4,500 pounds. The 
strands and the anchors will be so arranged in 
the anchor pits in the solid rock at either end 
of every piece of metal, however small, from 
the one anchor to the other across the river, 
including the towers and the girder, the 
strands, the saddle plates and everything of 
metal that all can be seen. inspected and 
painted, and, if necessary, removed and re- 
newed at any time. The bridge will be 196 
feet high to the grade line, with a clear head- 
way of 168feet. It will have a double track 
railway witha biguway and foot paths be- 
neath. From the eastern terminus the 
tracks will be extended to the Connecti- 
ent State line and from the western 
terminus they will be continued to Turner’s 
Station on the Erie road. The laying of this 
latter track Involves the construction of a 
tunnel about 5,000 feet in length through the 
intervening bridge known as Bull Hill. The 
railroad connections will open a direct all- 
rail route from the coal flelds for the New En- 
giand States. Work is well under way upon 
the foundation and u Bull Hii] tunnel, and 
She structure will finished within two 
years. Gen. Edward W. Serrell is the chtef 
engineer of the work.

Senator Manderson of Nebraska was one of 
the earliest arrivals, and is at the Southern. 
To a Post-DIsPaTOH reporter he said: Ot 
course the people of Nebraska are most anx- 
ious to have the cattle trade placed upon a 
profitable footing, and the beef consumers are 
even more interested in securing perfectly 
sound meat than the producers. All parties 
may rest assured that the Senatorial Commit- 
tee will give the matter the fullest investiga- 
tion in their power.

STARTING THE PURE MEAT CRUSADE. 

This misunderstanding was removed at the 
great butchers’ convention held in Philadel- 
phia last summer, at which a number of lead- 
ing cattlemen were unofficially present, and 
there was outlined the policy which has been 
taken up with ardor, both by the range men 
and the retailers. The evidence presented at 
that convention ir relation to the amount 
of diseased beef slaughtered and shipped 
by the packing companies was startling 
enough, but will be nothing tothe testimony 
to be presented during the presen} meeting. 
The butchers east of the llegbenies 
have been as great sufferers from the 
beef combine as the range men 
West of the Mississippi, and will 
do their best to obtain the passage of leg- 
isiation sbutting out bad beef from our mar- 
kets. As a practical butcher, I can say with- 
out fear of successful contradiction 
that the only way to secure 
this end is to have cattle 
inspected on the hoof. Some diseased meat 
can be recognized as such by a ry Sam- 
ination, but a very great deal only develops 
its noxious qualities under the microscope. 
Even if it could be detected aud thrown 
away at once, the danger to the 
public health would not be obviated, as the 
method of shipping in refrigerator cars used 
by the packing companies is such as almost 
to insure the tainting of the good meat by the 
bad, so that half the meat in a car may be ren- 
dered unfit for use as food, while only 
one plece will be actually diseased. State in- 
spection is what is aimed at now, but this is 
only the first step, as municipal regulation 
will have to follow soon. I believe that Penn- 
syivania will come tothe front and stop the 
ingportation of dead meat, whioh has been so 
da&trimental to the health of her citizens.’’ 

RANGEMEN AND FARMERS. 

„The Texas men have come to the front in 
earnest,’’ said Edward Cross of Dallas, Tex., 
and are determined to carry their 
point. From Galveston to the 
northern borders of the State the various 
Boards of Trade have taken action, promising 
co-operation with the cattle men, and a 
majority of the Legislators are pledged to 

ass such laws as are recommended 

the meeting. Ft. Worth and Dallas 
took the lead and all the other cities have 
fallen into line. In New Mexico the Terri- 
torial Legislature would have passed sanitary 
regulations long ago bad it not been that the 
constitutionality of such laws was doubted. 
The opinion of James O. Broadhead to the 
contrary bas been circulated all through Texas 
and New Mexico, and pronounced sound by 
the best lawyers, so that there will 
be no longer any hesitation on this 
score. We have received a most 
unexpected and effective reinforcement 
from the small farmers, who find that while 
they could in former times raise a steer or two 
a ye@ with profit, that now they can only do 
at aie 108s, The Ssymppathy of 
class of men is of great 
as it brings a strong influence 
to bear in quarters where the range men have 
none. When the people wake up to the fact 
that they are paying a higher price than the 
ever did efore for beef, whie 
is suspicious in quality, to say 
the least, and to see that sanita 
regulation will at once lower the price an 
insure the quality, I feel certain that th 
shipment of poleonous dressed meat will be 
stopped and a rigid system of State and mu- 
nicipal inspection on the beef introduced. 
The people at large only want evidence of the 
condition of affairs, and this will be furnished 
freely by the convention. , 
SENATOK MANDERSON 
was asked later in the day what princpal point 
the committee bad in viewin taking testi- 
mony. It i to fina out why cattle are so 
— 1 on the hoof and so dear ou the butch- 
er's block, he replied. ‘‘I suppose that is 
the main point, though the course of the in- 
vestigation will be molded as it proceeds, I 
suppose. 

Without asking you to anticipate the con- 
clusions ofthe committee, let me ask what 
mode of legislation could be applied to rem- 
ody the evils, 1 gt say, that the evil 
was found to be the Dressed Beef Trust?’’ 

There is a good deal of doubt about that. 
The question of legislating against trusts isa 
new and povelone. It has never before been 
brought to the consideration of a legislative 
body. Some think that the bill Senator Sher- 
man introduced making it unlawful to enter 
into any combination, especially one affecting 
the price of food products, would apply, but 
tuere is a diflerence of opinion about that. It 
is & serious question just how far a national 
Congress can go ip regulating these matters, 
and whether they do not come 
more properly under the control of the 
State Legislatures, The matter of transporta- 
tion will uudoubtedly enter largely into the 
investigation, as it will probably prove to be 
one of the causes forthe evils of which the 
cattiemen complain. Of course, as 1 take it, 
the pational Congress cannot touch trasts or 
transportation any further than they apply to 
interstate questions. But will they not form 
in State lines and become exempt from the ac- 
tion of national law? Suppose the farmers in
